More Eaglish Teaching Wanted. 


Among the so-called English- 
speaking Chinese. there is, a> far 
as wa have been able to accertain, 
about one per cent. thet takes in 
all (or even half) of what is said 
fluent in English, How does the 
University intend to deal with this 
matter? The schools scem to 
us to be teaching anything and 
everything to their pupils save 
English. This neglect is bad 
enough where boys who are in the 
habit of spesking ‘the language 
in their out-of-school houra are 


concerned ; how much woree when, 


the schools have to deat with 
youths who never by any chauca 
speak any. English at all from the 
moment they leave the class room 
till the moment of their re-enter- 
ing ir? If the University is to 
havea fair chones ot all, it must 
be better fed by the schoola than 
it has hitherto been. The local 
education authorities seem to
